The Idleness of Girls. 


IReT ^ashm^n Gladden in St. Nicholas ] 
Another great mistake that many of 


DUI girls are making, and that their 
mothers are either encouraging or allow- 
ing them to make, is that of spending 
their time out of school ia idleness, or 
in frivolous amusements, doing no work 
to speak of, and learning nothing about 
the practical duties and the serious cares 
of life. It is not only in the wealthier 
families that the girls are growing up in- 
dolent and unpracticed in household 
work; indeed, I think that more atten- 
tion is paid to the industrial training of 
girls in the wealthier families than in 
the families of mechanics and of people 
in moderate circumstances, where the 
mothers are compelled to work hard all 
the while. 
" Within the last week," says one of 


my correspondents, "I have beard tno 
mothers, worthy women inmost respects, 
say, first that her daughter never did 
any sweeping. Why, U she wants to say 
to her companion,' I never swept a room 
in my life/ and takca comfort in it, let 
her say it; and yet that mother is sor- 
rowing much over the short-comings of 
that very daughter. The other said she 
would not let her daughters do anything 
in the kitchen. Poor deluded woman! 
She did it all herself, instead!" 


The habits of indolence and of help- 


lessness that are thus formed are not 
the greatest evils resulting from this bad 
practice; the selfishness that it fosters is 
the worst thing about it. 


How devoid of conscience, how lack- 


ingmall true sense of tenderness., <ir 
even of justice, a girl must be, who n ill 
thus consent to devote all her time out 
of school to pleasuring, while her mother ] 
is bearing all the heavy burdens of the 
household I 
And the foolish way in 


which mothers themselves sometimes 
talk about this, even in the presence of 
their children is mieehieious in the 
extreme 
" 0 Hattie is so absorbed with her 


books, or her crayons, or hei embroidery, 
that she takes no interest in household 
matters, and I do not like to call on her." 
As if the daughter belonged to a superior 
order of beings and must not soil her 
hands or ruffle her temper with necessary 
housewoik! The mother is the drudge; 
the daughter is the fine lady for whom 
she toils. No mother TV ho suffers such a 
state as this can preserve the respect of 
her daughter; and the respect or her 
daughter no mother can afford to lose. 


The result of all this is to form m the 


minds of many girls not only a distaste 
for labor, but a contempt for it, and a 
purpose to a^oid it as long as they Ine 
by some means or other. 


There isscaicely one of these forty 


letters which does not mention this as 
one of the chief errors in the training of 
our girls at the present day. It is not 
universal, but it is altogether too pre\a- 
lent. And I u ant to bay to you, girls, 
that if you are allowing yourselves to 
grow up with such habits of indolence 
and such notions about work, jou are 
preparing for yoursches a miserable 
future.

Jouneburg, Vt, Gioentield, Mass, 
Trqy^N. .i., and various othei cities 
and vfllageb. Tae Flanders company 
witik limited capital, often came in 
sharp competition with the Holly 
•ompany in bidding for proposals foi 
supplying these places with their 
system of waterworks, and soon the 
Holly company brought a suit against 
tbeia, claiming the Flanders patent 
wM4m infnnffwnent on the Holly 
system. This embarrassed the Flan 
dew company, as they weie obliged 
thereafter to give bonds to all par 
cbosors indemnifying them against 
japsecutum for infringement. The 
Fkuidetu company soon after failed, 
and fctlwequently the Molly company 
received a decision in their favoi, in 
tbfcVaitod States circuit court, wJiere 
tM matter now rests The right of 
appeal to'the suproino court still os- 
iste, and here, with the pioper de- 
f«B8e,ih» defendants «re confident 
the decision of toe circuit court will 
be reversed.

His brother m law was heie, but he 
did not appeal to take any special 
interest in him There •« as no ani- 
mosity shown, hottevei If his mother 
or brother or and of his friends come 
to see him I would lot them see him, 
just as I do m the case-of any other 
person. The only people who have 
been here to see him are those who 
come out of mere curiosity Guiteau 
is as quiet as any other pnsoner He 
seems to have made up his mmd to 
patiently await the lesult He has 
not asked to see any one I asked 
him if he wanted a lawyer. He said: 
"No, not at present." He chums to 
be a lawyei himself 
He knows 


enough not to talk, he is bane enough 
foi that He hasn't even expressed 
a desire to talk with anjono except 
Mr Bailey, the stenogiaphsi, who 
has been taking his statements He 
has sometimes asked to have him 
come There ib no snch thing as sol- 
itaiy confinement in this jail, there 
is a separate confinement. Guiteau 
can hear other pusonerh talk, and 
can talk with them, though he is sep 
arated from them The guaidb talk 
with him on subjects connected with 
his prison life, but not aboul the 
president 
Nobody heio wants to 


talk with him about his crime. I do 
not think he has anj knowledge of 
the president's condition He leads 
aljreat deal" 


"Does he get the newspapois' 
He reads mostly the bible and 


serious works Theie is nothing pecul- 
iar about him,so I take no stock in his 
insanity. There has been nothing 
in his actions here to indicate it any 
more than m the condition of other 
criminals I do not think he is a 
man of strong moial convictions "
